Yet bad 
enough in a cheap, sordid way to de- 
serve 
decent 
men's contempt 
He 
was tremendously 
vain. 
Not so vain 
of his poetry, which was great, as of 
the petty, melodramatic 
feats 
that 
roused more laughter than applause. 
Byron's 
father 
was 
a 
dissolute, 
worthless army 
officer. 
His mother, 
was 
a 
gambler, 
a shrew 
and 
littl 
better than her spendthrift husband 
The couple quarreled and separated 
The wife took her little boy and wenl 
to live in Scotland 
on an income 
oi 
$650 a year. 
Byron's father died sooi 
afterward. 
On the death of his great 
uncle, in 1798, the 
ten-year-o- ld 
lad suc- 
ceeded to the latter's title and estates, 
becoming "Lord" 
Byron. 
His daysot 
bitter 
poverty 
were 
over, but 
their 
mark never wholly left him. 
Byron 
had 
been 
lame 
from birth. 
Part of the time 
his 
mother 
over- 
whelmed him with caresses and love 
words. 
At other times 
she 
would 
scream at him, curse him for "a lame 
brat" and hurl books at his head. 
It 
was a bitter childhood 
for the sensi- 
tive, 
afflicted 
youngster. 
He never 
forgot it 
Nor 
did he forgive 
the 
mother who made him 
bo 
miserable. 
He hated her to the day of his death. 
Byron began 
writing poetry while 
he was a mere schoolboy. 
It was an 
artificial, morbid era in English litera- 
ture, and Byron was just the sort of 
writer to catch the 
public's 
fancy. 
He found that peopJe were interested 
in gloomy, mysterious 
heroes. 
So, 
both in life and in poems, he proceed- 
ed to become mysterious 
and gloomy. 
He hinted at black secrets that cloud- 
ed his life and talked vaguely of fear- 
ful crimes 
he had committed. 
This 
attitude, 
combined 
with 
his 
good looks, made him the School Girl 
Idol. 
Maidena clamored 
for locks of

He JOHN ZUBLY

and 
liberty needed 
every true man's aid. 
The colonies had long groaned 
un- 
der British 
oppression. 
When 
they 
rose against England, in 1775, it was 
less with an idea of breaking loose 
from the mother country than of show- 
ing resentment by force of arms where 
argument and appeal had failed. They 
simply wished to bring England to her 
senses and to obtain relief from 
in- 
justice. 
Even 
, George 
Washington 
in later years confessed: 
"The idea 
of independence 
was at first abhor- 
rent to me." 
But soon he and all the rest of the 
patriots 
realized 
that 
the 
time 
for 


half-wa- y 
measures had passed. 
There 
must be either dumb 
submission 
or 
open defiance. And, should they choose 
defiance, they must free the colonies 
wholly from the British 
yoke and 
de- 
clare our country free and independ- 
ent. 
It was to discuss this that the con- 
tinental congress met at Philadelphia 
in 1776. 
We are apt to think that congress 
was a collection of ardent patriots, pant- 
ing for liberty 
at 
any price. 
This 
was not wholly true. 
While the ma- 
jority of the delegates were firm in 
their 
resolve to declare for independ 
ence, 
several 
of them threatened 
to 
balk at so rash a step. 
Nor can 
they 
be severely 
blamed 
for hesitating. 
They 
were 
men 
of 
property and importance. 
They had 
more to lose than had most 
Ameri- 
cans. 
Should the Revolution fail their 
goods 
would doubtless 
be seized 
by 
the British government and they them 
selves would be hanged. 
As Benja 
min Franklin said, in grim jest: 
ve must hang together or 
we'll 
hang 
separately!" 
But, to their eternal credit, 
these 
wary delegates at last yielded to the 
popular voice. 
The Declaration 
of In- 
dependence 
was drawn 
up, 
and 
on 
July 
4, 
1776, 
was adopted 
(although 
it was not 
signed 
until 
the 
next

The grave step was taken, 
The congressmen 
stood 
committed.
